FALLS ASLEEP

W illiam Biggs, South W ash :ngton 
stre e t, a veterinarian, escaped injury 
and his light touring c a r w as only 
slightly dam aged F riday, when 
the 
steerin g gear broke as the machine 
approached H e rd e r1* Mill bridge, near 
Knoxlyn, anil the car, instead of go­ 
ing over the bridge, left th e road and 
plunged headlong into th e icy w aters 
of M arsh Creek. 
Mr. Biggs was on his w ay to Knox­ 
lyn when the accident occurred. W hen 
th e steering gear broke, the car be­ 
cam e uncontrollable and before the 
op erato r could stop it, it careened to 
th e left of the bridgew all and drop­ 
ped into the stream , fo rtu n ately land­ 
ing on all four wheels.
